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Roosevelt Submits 
Drastic Plans For 
Broader Security 


Cradle-To-Grave Program Offered In Recommendations 


Of Board; Government Would Be In Partnership 


With Businesses In Post-War Setup

WASHINGTON, March l l —President Roosevelt laid before con­ 
gree* W ednesday a vast new cradle-to-grave program of social security 
and a blueprint of a post-war America in which the government 
would be in partnership with many businesses and labor would share 
in industrial management. 
The far-Teaching proposals are products at the national resource® 
planning board, which contends that with proper planning the nation 
may hope for a life of abundance unparalleled in all history. 
Mr. Roosevelt asked “full consideration” at this congressional 
session of the steps proposed. In a letter of transm ittal, he told the 
congress: 
4 ----------—

“We fight today for security for 
our nation and at the same time 
we can endeavor to give our citi­ 
zens and their families security 
against attacks from without, and 
against fear of economic distress 
in old age, in poverty, sickness, in­ 
voluntary unemployment and acci­ 
dental injuries. 
“We need to look forward to 
the accomplishment of these ob­ 
jectives—world peace, democratic 
society and a dynamic economy. 
The national resources planning 
board is headed by Frederic A. 
Delano, the President’s uncle. 
The board recently has encoun 
tered 
difficulties 
in 
congress. 
where funds to keep it going after 
next June 30 have been rejected 
by the house and by a senate com­ 
mittee. 
The post-war plan’s chief fea­ 
tures 
included 
recommendations 
that: 
DEMOBILIZATION of the armed 
forces, civilian war workers and 
the vast industrial machine built 
up for war production be gradu­ 
ated “over a period of months.”

SIMILAR 
slow 
course 
be 
taken in relaxing price and wage 
controls, the rationing of consum­ 
er goods and the controls over 
allocation of scarce raw m aterials 
and 
industrial 
and 
construction 
equipment. 
THE 
GOVERNMENT maintain 
a partership with private enter­ 
prise in such industries as air­ 
craft, shipbuilding, aluminum and 
magnesium, 
helping 
to 
decide 
“what areas and what concerns 
should continue to operate in these 
industries.” ’ 
RAILROADS be consolidated into 
a limited numbed of regional sys­ 
tems under authority of a nation­ 
al transportation agency. 
LABOR be upheld in “the right 
to collective bargaining, fair wages 
and hours, healthy and effective 
working conditions, responsibility 
in 
organization 
and 
sharing 
in 
management.” 
MEASURES be taken in behalf 
of business to “eliminate avoid­ 
able 
uncertainties 
and 
needless 
burdens 
in 
the 
laws 
affecting 
(private) enterprise and in their 
administration." 
CONSUMPTION taxes be "sharp­ 
ly reduced” and a tax structure 
set up retaining graduated levies 
on a “broadened tax base, with 
major emphasis on the individual 
income tax and less reliance on 
the corporate income tax.”

"POST-WAR 
conversion 
re­ 
serve” provision be written into 
federal tax laws immediately to 
help private companies get back 
on a peacetime basis after the 
war. 
The proposals are contained In 
twd reports. The one dealing with 
social security is entitled “Securi­ 
ty.

“Security. Work and Relief Poli­ 
cies” reviews the general history 
of relief and social security for the 
last IO years and makes these 
specific 
recommendations 
as 
to 
social insurance: 
A NEW insurance to provide "at 
least 
partial 
compensation 
for 
loss 
of 
income 
attributable 
to 
perm anent or temporary disabil­ 
ity.” 
EXPANSION of unemployment 
compensation to seamen, employes 
of non-profit corporations and of 
firms employing one worker or 
more. 
UNIFORM unemployment bene­ 
fits for a period of 26 weeks for 
all eligible workers. 
A WHOLLY federal adm inistra­ 
tive 
organization 
for 
unemploy 
ment 
insurance, instead 
of 
the 
present federal-state setup, and ^ 
single n a t i o n a l unemployment 
compensation fund. 
EXTENSION of old-age and sur 
vivors’ insurance to employes of 
non-profit corporations, with other 
non-covered groups brought in "as 
rapidly as it can be demonstrated 
that they will receive adequate or 
significant benefits.” 
In general, the report proposed 
that the federal security admin­ 
istration 
be 
given 
departm ental 
status in the government with its 
head having the status of a cabi­ 
net officer. It set forth as objec­ 
tives of public-aid policy: 
“I. — Increasing emphasis upon 
policies aiming at the prevention 
of economic insecurity through a 
fuller utilization of our produc­ 
tive 
resources, 
including 
labor, 
and by more comprehensive m eas­ 
ures to improve the health of our 
people. 
“2. — Government 
provision 
of. 
work for all adults who are will­ 
ing and able to work, if private 
industry is unable to provide em­ 
ployment. 
“3. — Appropriate measures to 
equip young persons beyond the 
oonpulsory school attendance age 
for assuming the full responsibil­ 
ity of citizenship. 
“4.—Assurance 
of 
basic 
mini­ 
mum security through social in­ 
surance, so far as possible. 
“5.—Establishment of a compre­ 
hensive underpinning general pub­ 
lic assistance 
system ^providing 
aid on the basis of need, to com­ 
plete the framework of protection 
against economic insecurity. 
"6.—Expansion of social services 
which are essential for the health, 
welfare and efficiency of the w’hole 
population; this expansion should 
be as wide and as rapid as possi­ 
ble.”

Germans Continue Move To 


Recapture Kharkov As 


Bitter Fight Goes On

Soviet headquarters declared to­ 
day the Red arm ies on th© central 
front have captured a t least 44 
towns and villages, crushed stif­ 
fening German resistance and ad 
vanced within 80 miles of Adolf 
H itler's old headquarters at Smo­ 
lensk.

said 
the Russians have all but com­ 
pleted the encirclement of Vyazma, 
leaving the Germans only a nar­ 
row corridor for retreat toward 
Smolensk. 
Red army columns are reported 
driving forward with the utmost 
speed along a broad front, with 
the Germans 'bitterly resisting and 
using dug-in tanks as pillboxes. 
Many Town# Taken 
Russian shock troops were re 
ported within 13 miles of Vyazma 
at the nearest point and a com 
munique said more than 20 towns 
fell to Soviet forces operating in 
the vicinity. 
In addition, “several 
dozen” villages were engulfed in 
the Bely sector, 70 miles north­ 
west of Vyazma. 
On the flaming Kharkov front, 
400 miles below Moscow, Red army 
headquarters said the Germans are 
continuing to throw great masses 
of reserves into their comeback 
offensive against the “Soviet Pitts­ 
burgh,” but so far the battle ap­ 
pears to be indecisive. 
H itler's high command said the 
Germans 
have driven 
closer to 
Kharkov and “the battle still Is 
being waged at the northern and 
western edge* of the city.” 
Beat Off Nazi Assaults 
Berlin claimed two days ago that 
Nazi shock troops were only 12 
miles from the big Ukraine steel 
center, whose recapture by the 
Nazis would threaten the middle 
or a 400-mile front in southern Rus­ 
sia.

Russians Informed 
Of Standby Statement

MOSCOW. March l l —The Mos­ 
cow radio and newspapers inform­ 
ed the Russian people today of

Press, the United States ambassa­ 
dor to Moscow, Mr. Standley, made 
a statem ent to American corres­ 
pondents announcing that, as he 
presumes, the information is not 
given to the Russian people on 
American aid to Russia!” 
This was the first information 
received by the Russians on the

The Russian home radio told the 
story in two broadcasts, evening 
and morning, and then all the 
newspapers carried it on the back 
page of their four-page editions— 
the space usually allotted to for­ 
eign dispatches except those of 
transcendent interest.

Declaring

naissance showed the raid on Es­ 
sen, home of the Krupp arsenals, 
the night of March 5-6 “probably 
wag, th© heaviest blow struck at 
German war industry in the whole 
of bomber offensive,” Sinclair re­ 
ported 4,000 tons of bombs have 
been dropped on the reich this 
month. 
The devastation at. Essen, he 
said, was comparable only to that 
caused a t Cologne last May In the 
first of the R.A.F.'s 1,000-bomber 
raids. 
Direct damage to steel works 
’n the Ruhr and Saar, he declared, 
has cut 1,250,000 tons from Ger­ 
many's annual steel-making capa­ 
city. 
Damage to the Phillips radio 
works at Eindhoven, Holland, cost 
• he Germans the loss of millions 
of radio tubes annually, a critical 
loss in modern warfare, he added. 
The 4,000 tons of bombs dropped 
In the rising offensive in March 
compared with 10,000 ton* dropped 
In the short month of February, 
greatest month yet for the R.A.F., 
wrhen 1,000 tons of bombs were 
dropped on three different nights. 
Promising even greater exertions 
by the R.A.F., Sinclair added a 
statem ent which seems an indirect 
answer to criticism of the United 
States arm y air force’s day bomb­ 
ing policy. 
“The American* are lion-hearted, 
skillful fighters,” he said. 
“Their 
method# are a complement to our 
own. 
They are precious and we! 
come allies. 
The more American 
•bombers come to take part In the 
air offensive, the better we shall 
be pleased and the sooner the 
malignant power of Germany will 
be broken.”

The new command is expected 
to be a counter-part of the United 
States transport command, whose

Sinclair also Informed the conn 
try more than IO percent of Ger­ 
man aircraft which in the last 
three months attem pted weak re 
prlsals for R.A.F. bombings have 
been shot down. 
Such a loss rate 
generally Is considered almost pro­ 
hibitive for an attacking air force. 
Sinclair said 46 of 392 enemy 
planes which crossed the British 
coast In daylight during the last 
three months were destroyed defi­ 
nitely. 
Twenty-six of 240 which 
crossed 
at night 
were knocked 
down. 
The air m inister said this Is 
nearly three times the rate of loss 
of British aircraft attacking Adolf 
H itler's Europe. 
From th© beginning of the Bat­ 
tle of El Alameln in Egypt Oct. 
22, to the end of February, 1,076 
enemy aircraft have been captured 
In Egypt and Libya besides 402 
destroyed in combat, he added.

The first step in a successful Vic­ 
tory garden, says D. C. Kipllnger, 
extension specialist of Ohio State 
university, is planning it on paper. 
Even a small garden, if properly 
laid out. amply fertilized and given 
adequate care, will produce a sur­ 
prising lot of fresh vegetables for 
the table and canning purposes. 
he pointed out. 
Garden experts believe the ideal 
efficiency garden for a family of 
three is a plot 15J foot square, 
They suggest the first five-foot sec­ 
tion be plotted thus: radishes and 
carrots, followed by staked tom a­ 
toes, a double row of dwarf peas 


of the early variety followed by 
rutabagas. 
Tho next five feet can be given 
to more radishes and carrots, fol­ 
lowed by staked tomatoes, with a 
double row of second crop of early 
peas, 
then 
cabbage, and 
early 
lettuce followed by pole beans. 
The remainder of the garden can 
be used for early spinach, followed 
by pole beans, a double row of mid- 
season 
dwarf 
peas, 
cauliflower 
next, then kohlrabi of the early 
variety followed by late beets, and 
early beets followed by late car 
rots. 
Plan Garden Now 
Now is the time, specialists say. 
to get out the pencil, paper, a foot 
rule and go to work—gardening on 
paper. 
Rules for planning a Vic­ 
tory garden have been compiled as 
follows: 
1.—Give some consideration to 
your family’s positive likes and dis­ 
likes. 
2.—Unless you are an experienc­ 
ed gardner. decide right now to for­ 
get about trying to grow perennials 
such as asparagus and rhubarb. 
3.—Plan a steady succession of

crops.

son for a paper plan, you can set up 
a schedule Insuring a steady supply 
of fresh vegetables. 
4.—Plan for vitam ins and vital­ 
ity. 
Vegetables absolutely are es­ 
sential to a balanced diet.

During 
th at period, Russians were asTted to believe that 
the United States was marked for extinction be­ 
cause of Its adherence to capitalism. The Commun­ 
ist revolutionary organization with Its headquarters 
,ln Moscow fomented trouble here, as It did also In 
all oth er capitalist countries, Including Germany, 
where it helped to produce Adolf Hitler and his 
political gangsters. National Socialism purported to 
be a reaction from the chaos that was tearing Ger­ 
many to pieces. Similar Ideas were being produced 
In Fran ce and Great Britain 
by the systematic 
subversion of radicals sympathetic with or openly 
supported by the Russian Communists, though they 
failed to bring about the repercussions that pan­ 
icked Germany into a counter-revolution under the 
murderous supervision of a paranoiac. Subversion 
ruined France and weakened Britain. But that and 
th * m enace of aubversion In the 
United 
States 
w ere supposed to be unmentionable after Russia, 
attacked 
by Germany, 
became an enemy of the 
Axis. Later, when the United States entered the 
w ar against the Axis, Russia ag an ally was en­ 
titled to full American support— even the support 
of those befuddled Americana of Russian sympathy 
who had sabotaged war production in this country 
while Russia remained officially friendly with Ger- 
, many. 
That is the principal substance of the record 
th at lies back of American feeling about Russia. 
W hat lies behind Russia feeling about the United 
States Is largely conjectural; It consists In the ef­ 
forts of all propagandists who have tried to dis­ 
credit the United States in the Judgment of Rus­ 
sians. 
Currently, according 
to Admiral 
Standley, 
Ithey are trying to make It appear that this coun­ 
try's lend-lease ald Is of no great Importance to 
the Russian war effort; that Russia alone deserves 
credit for the war against Germany;

"fighting alone". Vice President Wallace warns that 
the aeeda of another war may lie In this lack ut 
confidence.

So far as I know, one of the 
few state highway commissioners 
to reduce the national situation to 
a 48-state 
average Is 
Ernest 
L. 
Bailey of W est Virginia. 
Mr. 
Bailey calls his “average" 
the 49th state. 
In Jh is hypotheti­ 
cal state, the highway commission 
now has about $3,500,000 for new 
construction, maintenance and ad­ 
ministration. against a pre-war to­ 
tal of $16,000,000. 
Rationing, says Mr. Bailey, has 
cut 40 
percent or approximately 
$15,000,000 off highway revenues. 
This decline includes taxes on fuel 
and taxes on cars (both licenses 
and sales). 
In addition, there Is no federal 
ald this year, which means the 49th 
state will lose $3,000,000 more. W ar 
or no war, he says, the $7,000,000 
service on debts (payment of inter­ 
est and retirement of bonds) will 
have to be paid. 
So also will the 
average 
$4,300,000 
taken 
out 
of 
highway funds every year for non­ 


highway purposes. 
Incidental and 
fixed charges bring this outgo up 
to something like $18,000,000. That 
accounts 
(with 
rationing revenue 
losses) for $33,000,000. 
Pre-war revenues for this aver­ 
age state from all sources were 
$38,000,000. 
That leaves $5,000,000 
for construction, maintenance, etc., 
that formerly absorbed more than 
three times that much. 
But the 
pre-war highway dollar 
(because 
of rising costs) is worth now only 
about 
75 
cents. 
That 
reduces 
$5,000,000 on a pre-war basis to 
$3,500,000. 
That certainly Is an eyeful of 
figures and there’s nothing duller, 
but it’s proof positive that if Mr. 
Bailey has added right and 
this 
war goes on for a year or two 
without 
some 
road 
relief, 
the 
great national and rural highway 
system of this country is going to 
be reminiscent of the early ’20’s. 
Heavy trucking and army ma­ 
neuvers are chewing up the roads. 
In some sections, every available 
cent Is going into roads to war 
plants 
and 
cantonments, 
while 
chughole* and 
broken 
shoulders 


multiply over the rest of the sys­ 
tem. Bridges need repair and new 
construction is at a standstill. 
If it weren't for the dependence 
Of war Industry on the highway 
systems, this wouldn’t be so im­ 
portant. 
But, as Mr. Bailey points 
out. the truck is now a part of the 
assembly line (it brings parts from 
scattered 
plants to tho final as 
eembly point). 
The W est Virginia commission 
er suggests: 
1.— Regular federal aid funds im­ 
mediately. with distribution on a 
basis of wartime needs; 
2.— Recognition that 
WPA abo 
litton will cost state highways a 
tremendous 
sum

equivalent 
damage; 
3.— Elimination of the diversion 
of highway funds to non-highway 
uses; 
4.— Recognition by the war man­

T o this day I identify it to the waiter as “ra t" 
cheese, but many of our citizen* have cultivated a 
taste for foreign brand*. 
A hunk of that yellow cheese and a batch of 
soda crackers 1b a meal fit for a king. A smidgin of 
that yellow cheese and a piece of American apple 
pie la too good for a king. However, the cultivated 
taste I have mentioned caused our American cheese 
makers to experiment with the foreign types as im­ 
ports abated, and today I doubt you can mention a 
cheese made anywhere In the world that is not re­ 
produced here with a faithfulness that Is amazing.

State Agent Tells Of Buzzer 
At the beginning of Che trial 
counsel for Mr. Gillis filed a mo­ 
tion for “suspension of the evi­ 
dence” because "the facts, informa­ 
tion and alleged offense charged 
in the affidavit for the search war­ 
ra n t were not predicated upon any 
'Violation . . . and there was no 
offense alleged to have been com­ 
m itted”. 
Judge Grosshans overruled the 
motion and ordered the trial to 
proceed.

State Agent F o o t was the first 
witness. 
He testified concerning a visit 
which he had made to E ast Liver­ 
pool "about three weeks before 
the raid when he gained admit­ 
tance, he said, to the “club”, lo­ 
cated on the second floor of a 
Building in Diamond alley.

He said he was admitted to tho 
clubroom at the locked door when 
Mr. Gillis appeared and wan told 
the visitors had a search warrant. 
Describes Bottles Found 
Three whisky bottles, one emp­ 
ty and two of them partly filled 
were found on a drain board back 
of the bar, Mr. Foot said. A part­ 
ly-filled 
bottle of high-test beer 
was found on the bar, he also said. 
In a small room back of the bar 
. the agents found about a dozen 
bottles of whisky, six cases of high 
test beer and a quantity of “shot 
glasses” he said.

OPA CHIEF CONDEMNS 
SEARCHING OF HOMES

WASHINGTON. March 11-Prlce 
Administrator Prentiss M. Brown 
said today he will not tolerate 
searching of private homes for 
violation of OPA regulations “ex­ 
cept in the most flagrant cases.” 
Brown reported racketeers pos­ 
ing as OPA officials have attempt­ 
ed In some cities “to eeize stocks 
of canned foods by intimidating 
house-holders” and that “in one 
city there was a story that an 
OPA man entered a home without 
permission to cheek up on a sup­ 
posed failure to declare stocks of 
processed foods.” 
“I believe, of course, that all 
citizens have the right to be in­ 
violate in their homes and I will 
not tolerate the searching of pri­ 
vate home* except in the most 
flagrant cases, such as where a 
house is being used to conceal 
black market operations and where

"4.—In the case of those tax­ 
payer® whose tax liability is above 
the withholding rate and those in 
the first bracket having income 
other than 
wages 
and salaries, 
they will go ahead and pay their 
third and fourth Installm ents in 
1943, on Sept. 15 and Dec. 15, but 
the 
amount of 
these 
payments 
would 
be 
the affected p art of 
1942 obligation, minus payments 
made under the withholding levy. 
5.—The comm ittee is consider­ 
ing a plan to offer a small dis­ 
count to taxpayers who elect to

Revercomb Proposes 
Blanket DefermentOf 
AUWorkersOnFarm

claring that a crop shortage this 
year “ might bring disaster," Sen. 
Revercomb (R) of West Virginia 
urged 
the senate 
Wednesday to 
vote for blanket deferment of all 
farm workers. 
Conceding that enactment of such 
a law would be only a sto pgap un­ 
til an over all decision on the use 
of the nation's manpower is reach­ 
ed. he pointed out that crops grow 
in season, not to snit. the conven­ 
ience of congress, and "the time 
for planting Is at hand." 
"Action must be taken at once 
on this subject or i t ’ must he for­ 
gotten for 1943." he declared in a 
speech before the senate. 
"A crop shortage in 1943. with 
the immense feeding program that 
we have undertaken, would place 
us In a dangerous position. It might 
bring disaster. 
Men 
with empty 
stomachs cannot fight and a hun­ 
gry people cannot be a strong peo­ 
ple.” 


Revercomb. a first-term senator, 
said that a deferment bill reported 
favorably by the military commit­ 
tee would attain -what he termed 
its prime purpose— to keep Ameri­ 
can men on the farina to raise food 
for the armed forces and the civil­ 
ians. 
It would not bring back men who 
bad left the farms, he said, "but 
it would prevents further drains on 
the agricultural labor supply. He 
declared it is an "undeniable fact” 
that less is going to be planted 
and harvested this year than in 
1942, in the face of greater needs.
